CAPE COD LIKES YOU, TOO

Accustomed as we are to addressing a 
dual audience, as we write week after 
week through the winter months via the 
columns of the Barnstable Patriot, it is 
natural to follow the same course here. 
Being a weekly newspaper and represent- 
ing the Town of Barnstable chiefly, but 
also parts of Yarmouth (West and South) 
and Chatham, the Patriot is subscribed 
to by summer resident property owners 
to whom it is sent regularly at their win- 
ter homes. The paper, therefore, is not 
only put together for the year-’round 
home folks, but with regard for the reach- 
ing needs of those away for the winter. 
“Where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also” is a saying applicable to 
these folks, for their property is here, and 
all that goes on in the town and all the 
decisions made concerning the life of the 
citizens have effect upon their property 
and summer lives. 


The. event of Monday, then, may no 
longer be current news on Thursday, 
‘“ when the Patriot comes off the press; but 
it is recorded on our pages none-the-less 
for the benefit of our off-Cape readers, 
as well as to form part of the weekly 
news summary for the local folks. 


After this long preamble, now let us 
proceed. 


Visitors to Cape Cod may have noticed 
how slowly they are assimilated by Cape 
Cod and Cape Codders, even though they 
themselves feel they are rapidly assimi- 
lating the Cape and would like to have 
the arrangement reciprocal. 


You, perhaps, are familiar with the 
story of how one becomes a Cape Codder. 
A wit of some time ago pointed out three 
ways—and only three ways—by which 
one could claim to be, blissfully and de- 
lectably, a Cape Codder. One must be 
‘born on Cape Cod, marry a Cape Codder, 
or live on the Cape for 25 years. That 
_ would seem to exclude all summer vis- 


itors, unless their roots reach down far 
enough to encounter a grandparent or 
some ancestor more remote, but still in 
flesh-and-blood relationship. 


We are not being facetious,—it isn’t easy 
to take on the full cloak of a Cape Cod- 
der. 


Two sides characterize everything, and 
the subject under discussion is no excep- 
tion. 


Cape Cod has many lovers—her native 
sons and daughters, those of long res- 
idence here—but none more zealous and 
devoted than those old and new comers 
who have deliberately chosen Cape Cod 
as their home, either on full or partial 
time. Ancestors did not thrust it upon 
them, but the Cape itself brought them 
here, and they love it. It is the place of 


their choice. 


Our welcome to you. If the Cape has a 
quality to give to you for your pleasure 
and enjoyment, so have you something to 
give to the Cape. You come from away 
and bring with you a point of view, a 
breath of life, an appreciation born of ex- 
perience. As the sea-farers of old return- 
ed to their native shores laden not only 
with the treasurers of far-away lands, but 
with an essence of their cultures; so you, 
today, bring yourselves and your varied 
backgrounds to Cape Cod, thus adding 
to the already many-sided and truly cos- 
mopolitan life that is Cape Cod. 


Again, we welcome you and bid the 
spirit of Cape Cod to fill the need you 
seek and ask that, in turn, you leave 
something of yourselves with us.

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ABOUT THE PLAYWRIGHT 


Tennessee Williams, one of the most 
important new playwrights in the Amer- 
ican theatre and the author of this week’s 
enchanting drama, is frank to admit that 
his play’s leading character, Amanda 
Wingfield, the fading mother who frant- 
ically clings to another time and place, 
derives form from his own mother. By 
the same token Laura Wingfield is, with 
modifications, Williams’ sister. And as a 
brief review of the author’s own back- 
ground readily suggests, Tom Wingfield, 
the restless young man who longs for 
beauty and adventure in his life but had 
to spend it working in a shoe warehouse 
is Tennessee Williams. 

Only a few years before “The Glass 
Menagerie” established Williams as the 
most highly regarded playwright of the 
present period, he was a $17 a week usher 
at a New York movie house within two 
blocks of where, during the 1948-49 thea- 
tre season, audiences were viewing two 
of his later plays, “Summer and Smoke” 
and “A Streetcar Named Desire.’ Ten- 
nessee has also been a bellhop, a teletype 
operator, a waiter, a reciter of poetry in 
a Greenwich Village night club... and 
he’s worked in a shoe warehouse, too!

The barest outline of his life can be 
traced in his plays. The author’s father 
is not a character in “The Glass Men- 
agerie,” which Williams calls a “memory 
play” but he may well be Amanda’s hus- 
band who “fell in love with long dis- 
tance.” Williams’ father was a shoe sales- 
man—and he has written a one-act play 
about a shoe salesman. He has lived in 
New Orleans—and “A Streetcar Named 
Desire” is about New Orleans. Much of 
his youth in the South was spent in the 
company of southern spinsters—he has 
written several times about the frustra- 
tions of southern spinsters. He was once 
an elevator boy in a hotel that catered 
to Mid-Victorian ladies. One of his one- 
acts is about just such a hotel—and one 
of the characters in it is an elevator boy. 
His maternal grandfather ,with whom the 
Williamses lived, was an Episcopal Rector 
—and the heroine’s father in “Summer 
and Smoke” is a minister. 


After an early childhood spent in Mis- 
sissippi, Williams was still a small boy 
when his father was transferred to a desk 
job in St. Louis, the city in which “The 
Glass Menagerie” is set. The room oc- 
cupied by Williams’ sister looked out on 
a narrow dreary areaway which the 
author named “Death Valley,” for night 
after night stray cats, pursued by stray 
dogs, were cornered there and torn to 
pieces. 


To relieve the melancholy of her sur- 
roundings, together they painted the fur- 
niture white, hung white curtains across

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the window and placed on shelves around 
the walls a collection of glass animals. It 
is this collection of glass objects which 
gives a literal meaning to the title of 
Williams’ play. These little glass animals, 
Williams recalls, “came to represent in 
my memory all the softest emotions that 
belong to recollections of the things past. 
They stood for all the small and tender 
things that relieve the austere pattern 
of life and make it endurable to the sen- 
sitive. The areaway where the cats were 
torn to pieces was one thing—my sister’s 
white curtains and tiny menagerie of 
glass were another. Somewhere between 
them was the world we lived in.” 


“The Glass Menagerie,’ which tells the 
poignant and gently humorous story of 
Amanda Wingfield’s pathetic attempts to 
cling to her former gentility, and of the 
frustrated lives of her daughter Laura, 
shy and crippled, longing for love and 
understanding, and son Tom, restless, 
chained to being the family breadwinner 
when he longs to travel the world. It is 
this play that won for Tennessee Williams 
the New York Critics’ Circle Award as 
the best play of its season.

This apt comment by director Ralph 
Nelson describes Peggy Wood’s portrayal 
of the starring role in the CBS-TV 
“Mama” series, a delightful period com- 
edy about a Norwegian family named 
Hansen living on Steiner Street in San 
Francisco about 1910. 


Although the series is only in its third 
year, having started July 1, 1949, “Mama” 
and her brood have an air of permanence, 
so completely true to life are their prob- 
lems and situations. 

The public met “Mama” first in Kathryn 
Forbes’ novel, “Mama’s Bank Account,” 
on which the CBS-TV series is based. She 
came to the stage first in John van Dru- 





ten’s “I Remember Mama.” Next she ap- 
peared in the films. Now she returns to 
the stage in Frank Gabrielson’s new com- 
edy, “Here’s Mama” with a newer depth 
and stature due largely to the superlative 
performance of Peggy Wood, a starring 
veteran of the Broadway stage. 

This wonderfully warm comedy will 
arrive on the stage of the Cape Play- 
house starring Miss Wood for one week 
only beginning Monday, July 21. This 
production marks the first time in the 
history of the American theatre that an 
entire television cast has been transported 
from the video stage to that of the legi- 
timate stage with a new play written 
around their current series. 


The cast will feature the original mem- 
bers of the television production which 
includes such favorites as Judson Laire 
in the role of “Papa” who regards his 
counter-real life casting as his most for- 
tunate television break to date. The aff- 
able actor, who achieved Broadway dis- 
tinction with his portrayal several years 
ago of President James Monroe in Sidney 
Kingsley’s, “The Patriots,’ is unmarried. 

For most of “Mama’s” big, fond audi- 
ences the family favorite is pig-tailed 
“Dagmar,” caught at just the right note 
of sentiment and practicality by nine- 
year-old Robin Morgan. Rosemary Rice 
a veteran of stage and radio has been 
delighting audiences in her role of “Kat- 
rin.” Before television, Miss Rice was 
seen to great advantage in eight Broad- 
way plays including “Dear Ruth,” in 
which she was cast as the younger sister 
“Miriam” and in “Junior Miss,” as 
“Fluffy.” Kenny Delmar who made his- 
tory as the bombastic “Senator Beaure- 
gard Claghorn” on Fred Allen’s program 
will be seen as ‘“Spaffer Cullen.” 

Dick Van Patten who has made fre- 
quent appearances at the Playhouse will 
appear as “Nels.” The remainder of the 
cast includes such talented artists as Ruth 
Gates as “Aunt Jenny,’ Carl Frank as

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“Gunnerson,” Janet Parker as “Sarahanne 
Jackson” and Frank Compton as “Mr. 
O’Hara.” 

The role of “Mama” in Mr. Gabrielson’s 
play could be the counterpart of Miss 
Wood’s private life. She is married to 
William H. Walling, chairman of the 
board of a New York printing firm. Miss 
Wood began her career in the chorus of 
“Naughty Marietta” in 1910 and in six 
years she had achieved the symbol of 
‘stardom, her name in lights on a Broad- 
way marquee. The show was ‘“Maytime,” 
which was followed closely with another 
success, “Buddies.” 

Between musicals, Miss Wood appeared 
in an occasional dramatic production. In 
1925, she established herself solidly as a 
talented actress with her performance in 
“Candida.” To date, Miss Wood’s theatri- 
cal background fills two full columns in 
“Who’s Who in the Theatre,” listing some 
60-odd shows in which she has been iden- 
tified or starred. 

Peggy Wood has also appeared in films. 
In fact her “Mama” role is far from 
strange because she was type-cast in the 
film capital for mother roles. This re- 
sulted in her appearance on the screen 
~ as Mother of Joan Bennett in “The House- 
keeper’s Daughter;” of Ginger Rogers in 
“The Magnificent Doll;”’ of Barbara Stan- 
wyck in “The Bride Wore Boots;” and of 
Betty Hutton in “Dream Girl.” 

She is not unfamiliar to Cape playgoers 
for she is well remembered for her star- 
ring roles in “The Bride,” “Candida,” and 
“The Taming of the Shrew.” 

And so it is this extremely versatile cast 
of the famed CBS-TV series that will 
make their bow on the stage of the Cape

men Prefer Blondes” and played it for a 
two-year run, she knows that to an ac- 
tress, at least, good roles are a lot more 
valuable. And these she has had in 
abundance. A list of her personal suc- 
cesses would run into the too-numerous- 
to-mention category and place her high 
among that versatile group of players who 
can truly be said to be four-star perform- 
ers since they have won laurels in the 
theatre, motion pictures, radio and tele- 


- vision. 


Some of her outstanding achievements 
were scored in such memorable offerings 
as “Waterloo Bridge” which was written 
for Miss Walker by Robert Sherwood, 
“Twelfth Night” for the Theatre Guild 
with Helen Hayes and Maurice Evans,

Meeting You Again” and most lately in 
Lindsay and Crouse’s “One Bright Day.”
